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IRON FOR THE FUTURE 
Most people hav e heard, by now, of ta­ 
conite, an exceedingly hard rock Veppered 
with iron. There is not as yet v ery wide­ 
spread understanding, howev er, of the role 
that taconite will play in the nation’s 
economy. 
There are billions of tons of taconite in 
northern Minnesota, the same area which 
has been the primary source of U. S. iron 
ore for more than half a century. 
The 
significance, of taconite lies in the fact 
that reserv es of direct shipping iron ore, 
the sort that can be scooped out of the pit 
and sent off to the blast furnace, are near­ 
ing an end. 
Without taconite, the nation would hav e 
to depend increasingly on iron mined in 
Canada, Venezuela, and places ev en farther 
away. Iron supplies might then become a 
crucial problem, especially in time of war. 
But scientists hav e found a way to grind 
taconite to powder, extract its iron with 
magnetism, and form iron-rich pellets suit- 
abble for the blast furnaces. It is the cul­ 
mination of many years of effort. Renewed 
attention was focused on this achiev ement 
the other day when the first big taconite 
plant was dedicated on the north shore of 
Lake Superior. 
The taconite dev elopment is good news 
for Minnesota, because it will mean eco­ 
nomic stability in the north country. But 
is it also good news for the rest of the 
country, for all the millions from Maine to 
California. 
Vast taconite reserv es assure 
the nation of its own dependable supply of 
iron for many years to come.

THE ENGINEERING SHORTAGE 
As the m ilitary complain th at they are sho rt 
of engineers, the hospitals complain th at they are 
sho rt of nurses and the schools complain th at 
they are sho rt of teachers. We are more than 
166.000,000 persons and we haye a com parativ ely 
larger high school and co llegt attendance than 
m o st co untries; * nev erthelesss, we are sho rt of 
those possessing technical skills and intellectual 
disciplines. 
General S. D. Sturgis, /fr„ Chief of Engineers, 
takes me to task for deploring "the increasing 
emphasis for augm enting the o utput of engineers 
and scientists as against graduates in the field of 
liberal and fine arts.” The sentence is his, but 
it is a co rrect statem ent of m y v iews on the sub­ 
ject. Howev er w hat I deplore is not so much the 
emphasis upon engineers and physical scientists 
as the lack of cultural dev elopment and intellec­ 
tual attainm ents among univ ersity graduates who 
are so trapped by specialties, their m ajors, th at 
they are graduated into a trade rath er than into 
a civ ilization. 
In o ur society the quest is not for the satis­ 
faction of learning, but for larger compensation 
and greater access to m aterial com forts to which 
we hav e giv en the name, The High Standard of 
Liv ing. If the possession of more than one auto ­ 
mobile per family o r the latest model refrigerato r 
o r electric razo r is the sole o r ev en best m easure 
of the High Standard of Liv ing, then we are all 
right and there is nothing to w orry about and o ur 
sons and daughters can go on m ajo ring in their 
colleges, coming o ut with a modicum of knowl­ 
edge in one minuscule field of knowledge in which 
they can sta rt their careers at $5,000 a year. 
But w hat else do they know ? And here is the 
rub because no society has yet been cultiv ated by 


THE STARRY SKIES 
One of the delights of fall and winter in 
the northern hemisphere is to be able to 
walk under the bright, spectacular stars of 
the colder months. The skies seem to be 
swept clean by the north wind. The Dog 
Star glitters with sharp, metallic brilliance 
at the heels of Orion, and lordly Aldebaran, 
from millions of light years across space, 
leads the way up the heav ens. 
We’v e always liked the winter stars. 
§ omehow they seem nearer and easier to 
identify. From now to spring, the great 
dome has an easy familiarity that is not so 
tru e of the cluttered summer skies. 
It is in this spirit that we approach the 
news from Mount Wilson and Palomar ob­ 
serv atories—the news that great star clus­ 
ters are rushing into outer space at the 
rate of 75,000 miles a second. This seems 
to pnov e that we liv e in an expanding uni­ 
v erse. The astronomers ‘tell us that the 
stars are mov ing at greater speed than the 
debris in an atomic bomb blast. 
We don’t doubt any of this, nor * do w e 
question its importance to the world of 
science. 
an atomic, technological age, there are men 
and women who can walk at night under 
the stars, musing on the mystery of crea­ 
tion. And to these, the belt in Orion and 


engineers and physical scientists who, while they 
know how to build a bridge and turn the course 
of a riv er, hav e not discov ered how to keep homes 
from being broken, gov ernm ents from growing 
into tyrannies, youngsters from substituting fun 
for an o rderly way of life. Such m o ralists as 
Moses o r Cbnfucius o r Cicero o r Maimonides o r 
Thomas 
Aquinas were 
neither engineers 
nor 
physical scientists. G reat civ ilizations hav e been 
w atered by beautiful tho ughts in w hat General 
Sturgis, speaking for ano ther generation, calls 
"the field of liberal and fine a rts,” but which cur­ 
rently, as a rev olt against the m ajo ring system, 
is called "The H um anities,” o r "Co ntem porary 
Civ ilization.” the latter being an attem pt to jam 
into a small physical compass excerpts from the 
sum to tal of hum an knowledge. 
General Sturgis says "The sinister sho rtage of 
engineers and scientists in the arm ed forces onlv 
reflects the ev er-worsening situatio n in the civ il 
economy,” which is undoubtedly true, but we are 
in trouble in m any fields and they are all impor­ 
tant for o ur society. 
Fo r instance, it is im po rtant in a free society 
that teachers, clergymen, editors, co m m entato rs 
and o thers who influence public opinion possess 
sufficient knowledge of philosophy, histo ry and 
economics so that they can v iew critically the 
propaganda issued by gov ernm ental and priv ate 
agencies thro ugho ut the world, designed to en­ 
courage free men to become dependent upon gov ­ 
ernm ent and upon those who gain control of gov ­ 
ernm ent. . 
Such a critical capacity can only be cultiv ated 
by w hat, in ano ther period, was called learning, 
namely, a thorough reading of histo ry and litera­ 
ture. univ ersal in aspect. 
A lbert Einstein, in his later years, recognized 
this truth. In his essay on "Educatio n,” h# said: 
. . But I hav e said no thing yet about the 
choice of subjects fo r instruction, nor about the 
method of teaching. Should language predom inate 
o r technical education in science? 
'T o this I answ er: In my opinion all this is of 
secondai y importance. If a young m an has trained 
his muscles and physical endurance by gym nas­ 
tics and w alking, he will later be fitted for ev ery 
physical work. This is also analogous to the train­ 
ing of the mind and the exercising of the m ental 
and m anual skill. . . . Fo r this reason I am not 
at all anxious to take sides in the struggle be­ 
tween the followers of the classical philologic- 
historical education and the education more de­ 
v oted to natural science.” 
^ And in this essay appears this:

school should always hav e as its 
aim th at the young m an leav e it as a harmonious 
personality, not as a specialist. This in my opinion 
is tru e in a certain sense ev en fo r technical 
schools, whose students will dev ote themselv es to

Like practicing physicians, health officers are 
finding th at chronic illness looms more and more 
prom inent in the health of the community.

health education, statistical and social serv ices to 
m eet this most im po rtant health need. 
W hile these professional serv ices are still far 
from being sufficiently dev eloped, physicians in 
m any communities will find substantial help in 
their health departm ents in caring fo r chronically 
ill patients. Physicians who hav e patients in need 
of home nursing care, specialized diets, o r social 
serv ices will o ften get expert assistance from

At the same time the CAA, 
which controls the nation's air 
traffic, also p rop oses to antici­ 
p ate and resolv e the need s of 
civ il av iation in the jet age be­ 
ginning in 195 9. 
These were the observ ations 
of James T. Py le, acting CAA 
ad ministrator, and one of his 
top aid es, Josep h Tip p ets, d irec­ 
tor of the CAA office of air | 
nav igation facilities.

They were here y esterd ay to 
accep t from the 9 th Air Force 
d eliv ery of two RB5 7 A light 
bombers, in what Py le d escribed 
as a major step toward p rep ar­ 
ing for commercial jet transp or­ 
tation. 
Py le said the two jet bombers 
wou ld be u sed mainly bn su s­ 
tained flights at high altitu d es 
—u p to 40,000 feet—to check the 
accu racy of electronic nav iga­ 
tion eq u ip ment now in u se or 
soon to be installed along the 
airway s. 
Disclosu res Mad e 
Py le and Tip p ets, in inter­ 
v iews, also d isclosed that the 
CAA p lans: 
1. To acq u ire fiv e Conv air 440 
p iston 
engine 
transp orts, 
fill 
them with testing eq u ip ment, 
and u se them as fly ing labora­ 
tories to check the reliability of 
facilities at “intermed iate” alti­ 
tu d es—abou t 20,000 feet.
